“Equitation,” as the science of 
riding and handling horses is called, 
is no longer a compulsory subject in 
the training of Mounted Police re- 
cruits. 

The work carried on by Canada’s 
ancient red-coated force is constant- 
ly becoming more specialized and 
motor cars, motorcycles, dogsleds, 
aeroplanes, cruisers and patrol boats 
combine to push the horse into a 
somewhat limited role in the trans- 
port setup. 

During the past year a “mounted 
section” of the force was formed and 
in this section the horse still occupies 
his customary place. 

The annual report of Sir James 
MacBrien, commissioner, just issued, 
states formation of the mounted sec- 
tion was due to the difficulty of com- 
pleting the training of some recruits 
in the prescribed period of six 
months if intensive training in 
equitation was necessary and also 
due to “changing conditions of ser-! 
vice in the force and the advance 
of modern and rapid means of 
travel.” 

The report also says: “Experience 
has shown that mounted police when | 
used in connection with dismounted. 
police are of great assistance in the 
control and dispersal of mobs, un-! 
lawful assemblies, etc., and there is| 
no intention of dispensing altogether 
with the mounted men.”

Canada’s Wheat Trade 
Wheat Exports Greatly Increased 
During First Half Of Current 
Fiscal Year 

Increased value of Canada's wheat 
trade during the first half of the cur- 
rent fiscal year is indicated in figures 
released by Hon. J. L. Isley, mini- 
ster of national revenue. 

From April to September, both 
months inclusive, Canada's’ wheat 
exports were valued at $109,766,902, 
compared with $59,005,180 for the 
same period af 1935. This was an 
increase of 86 per cent. 

This year 127,443,004 bushels were 
exported, yielding an average of 86 
cents a bushel; a year ago the 71,- 
640,907 bushels which went abroad 
averaged 821% cents. 

The trade figures for the current 
half year disclose that out of 12 
groups of export commodities, only 
one recorded a decline. Increases in 
meats, cheese, planks and boards, 
newsprint and partially manufac-

Population of the prairie provinces 
is moving northward. r 

Figures for the 1936 five-year 
census of the three provinces pub 
lished by the trade and commerce 
department show the increase in the 
six most northerly electoral districts 
amounts to almost 17 per cent. This 
compares with an increase of 2% per 


cent. for all districts 

The total population of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta is 2,414,- 
050 against 2,353,529 in the 1931 
census. In the six northerly elec- 
toral districts the population has in- 
creased from 237,065 to 282,826. 

The northward movement is at- 
tributed by the department mainly 
to three factors; 

Taking up of farmlands in the 
newer districts by farmers who have 
given up their old farms in the 
drouth stricken areas of the more 
southern sections of the provinces; 
development of mining fields in the 
north, business developed by the 
Hudson Bay railroad and the new 
northern ocean terminal at Port 
Churchill. 

In northern Manitoba the district 
of Churchill has a population of 33,- 


reported in 1931. In the southern 
section of this district there are 
2,494 occupied farms while in the 
northern parte are the town of The 
Pas and the adjoining Fiin Fion 
mining district. The port of Church- 
ill also adds to the population. 

In Saskatchewan the districts of 
Melfort, Prince Albert and North 
Battleford have a joint population of 
151,850, an increase of 29,281. Ooc- 
cupied farms in these northern sec- 
tions of Saskatchewan number 26,- 
6038. 

In Alberta the electoral districts 
of Athabaska and Peace River cover 
the whole of the northern4ftection of 
the province. The population of 
Athabaska has increased from 89,102 
to 47,056 in the five years and that 
of Peace River from 43,761 to 48,755.

The television broadcasting experi- 
ments carried out by the British 
Broadcasting Corporation were de- 
scribed _Melbourne, Australia, by. 
Miss Lau Devine, a dancer, who 
claims to have done more television 
work than anyone else in the world. 
She danced in the first television 
program broadcast by the B.B.C. in 
1938 and appeared regularly twice a 
week for nearly two years until the 
programs were discontinued. 

Miss Devine's acrobatic dancing 
was particularly suited to television, 
as all the movements were “wide” 
and decisive. Ballet dancing had too 
much detail to broadcast well, she 
said, and tap-dancing, although good 
for sound purposes, was blurred pic- 
torially.

Grain Weevil Causes Heating 
Many Granaries 

The presence of weevila in gran- 

aries is believed to be responsible for 

the large amount of new grain that 

is heating this fall on Elgin county

wheat. Some cases of oats and bar 


ley heating have also been reported 

Undoubtedly the grain weevil is 
responsible for much of the trouble, 
Mr. Thomas stated. It is probably 


| the result of several years of grain 


storage. In ordinary years, when 
grain prices were favorable, the 
average farmer sold the bulk of his 
grain after threshing but In the last 
four or five years, with prices poor, 
there ive been heavy carry-overs 
of grain for feeding. The result is 
that the weevils have had many op- 
portunities to breed. Granary bins 
no doubt have been infested with the 
destructive insects and new grain, 
placed in the granaries this fall, has 
been attacked. 

In cases of severe infestation 
fumigation may be necessary. To be 
successful, fumigation must be car- 
ried out when the temperature of the 
grairi ie over 70 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Carbon disulphide is one of the most 
effective fumigants, but care should 
be exercized in its use as it vaporizes 
into a foul-smelling, highly inflam- 
mable, poisonous gas when exposed 
to the alr. The quantity to use de- 
pends on the gas-tightness of the 
receptacle. Under satisfactory fumi- 
gating conditions, the quantity 
recommended is one pound of liquid 
to every 50 bushels of grain. 

A very useful spray that may be 
used for destroying the insects in 
grain storage places is cheaply made 
from pyrethrum inaect powder and 
kerosene. This is prepared by add- 
ing one-half pone of pyrethrum to 
one gallon of: kerosene, allowing the 
mixture to stand and agitating it at 
intervals over a period of two hours 
or longer. The residue settles at the 
bottom. 

A peculiar thing about grain in- 
sects is that they become inactive at 
temperatures below’ 45 degrees. In 
most parts of Canada the winter 
temperature is sufficiently low to 
prevent much ingect development in 
unheated storehouses. Grain that is 
damp or heavily infested, however, 
may maintain temperatures favor- 
able to insects in spite of prevailing

Paper Changes Ownership 


Owners Of Record Breaking Queen| Toronto Globe, Founded In Pre-Con- 


federation Days, Passes Into 
New Hands 
Ownership control of the Toronto 


embarrassed | Globe, metropolitan daily founded in 


the pre-Confederation days of Can- 
ada’s history, has passed into the 
hands of C. George McCullagh and 
William, Henry Wright. 

William Gladstone Jaffray, presi- 
dent and publisher of the 92-year-old 
newspaper since 1914, announced 
that he had relinquished his interest 
and connection with the morning 
paper and that 60 per cent. of the 
shares of the company had been pur- 
chased. by the new owners. The 
amount involved was not disclosed. 

The Globe now carries in its mast- 
head the name of Mr. McCullagh, 
who, at the age of 31, becomes the 
fifth president and publisher of the 
paper. He thus becomes head of the 
newspaper which 20 years ago he 
hawked on London streets. 

The new president, in assuming 
control, announced that the historic 
traditions of the paper will be con- 
tinued; that politically it would be 
Independent-Liberal. 


Train Despatching By Phone 
Is Superseding Telegraph For Trans- 

mission Of Messages : 

The telephone gradually is sup- 
planting the telegraph in train dis- 
patching, according to reports made 
to the telegraph and telephone sec- 
tion of the Association of American 
Railroads. . ; 

“The telephone,” said a statement 
issued by the association, “on Jan. 
1, 1936, was being used in the trans- 
mission of train orders over 148,799 
miles of, road, or 63.53 per cent, 
while the telegraph was being util- 
ized only over 92,466 miles. 

“This is a material change from 
conditions prevailing in 1920, when 
the telephone was being used over 
119,554 miles of road, or 48.5 per 
cent., whle the telegraph was used 


over 134,667 miles,

station or portable telephone the en- 
gineer or conductor can communicate 
directly with the train dispatcher or 
division superintendent, ‘thus giving 
him more first-hand information in 
less time than wtih the telegraph.”
